It  is  required  that  all  EEO  5 
Reports  be  in  the  Civil  Rights 
Bureau  offic'e  no  later  than 
the  12th  of  the  following 
month,  i.e.  August  Report  is 
due  Sept.  12.   Failure  to 
submit  an  EEO  5  Report  will 
cause  an  automatic  withholding 
of  progress  estimates, if  not 
received  by  the  12th  of  each 
month  for  the  reporting 
period. 


Contained  in  the  contract  for 
each  Federal-aid  highway  pro- 
ject are  pink  sheets  labeled 
'Special  Provision  Specific 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Responsibilities'  following 
the  Federal  Form  1273. 

In  this  section  It  em  10, 
paragraph  c  states: 

"Prime  and  subcontractors 
shall  submit  employment 
reports  (EEO  5)  for  each 
month  of  active  on-pro- 
ject-site  employment 
between  May  1st  and 
October  Sist . . . . " 

This  applies  to  all  Prime  and 
subcontractors  having  con- 
tracts over  $10,000.   Prime 
Contractors  are  responsible 
for  their  subcontractors.

Reports  will  cause  an  auto- 
matic withholding  of  progress 
paymen  t  s . 

It  is  required  that  the  7A 
Training  Reports  and  time 
cards  for  each  trainee  on  a 
Federal-aid  highway  project 
are  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Field  Project  Manager  respon- 
sible for  the  project  by  the 
second  Friday  of  the  following 
mon  t  h . 

Contained  in  the  contract  for 
each  Federal-aid  highway  pro- 
ject are  pink  sheets  labeled 
'Special  Provision  Specific 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Responsibilities'  following 
the  Federal  Form  1273. 

In  this  section  It  em  10 
paragraph  c  states:

Prompt  Payment  bill  passes 
House  unanimously 

A  bill  guaranteeing  prompt 
payment  rights  to  subcontrac- 
tors was  passed  394-0  by  the 
U.S.  House  of  Representatives 
July  26,  making  way  for  the 
legislation  to  go  into  effect 
before  the  end  of  the  summer. 

The  bill  now  returns  to  the 
Senate,  where  it  was  unan- 
imously approved  in  October^ 
1987.  The  Senate  is  expected 
to  accept  the  House  changes. 
If  it  does  not,  the  bill  will 
move  to  a  joint  Senate-House 
Committee  for  reconciliation. 

Supported  by  the  American  Sub- 
contractors Association,  the 
Associated  Specialty  Contrac- 
tors Inc.  and  the  Associated 
General  Contractors  of  Amer- 
ica, the  bill  requires  prime 
contractors  on  federal  con- 
struction projects  to  pay 
their  subcontractors  within 
seven  days  of  receiving  pay- 
ment from  the  government,  with 
interest  on  late  payments.  It 
also  extends  prompt  pay  pro- 
tection to  lower-tier  subcon- 
tractors and  suppliers. 

In  addition,  it  requires  that 
the  prime  contractor  certify 
that  all  payments  requested 
from  the  government  have  been 
earned,  that  subs  and  sup- 
pliers have  been  paid  out  of 
previous  progress  payments 
and  that  requested  payments 
are  not  withheld  from  a  sub- 
con  tractor  . 

If  the  prime  contractor  with- 
holds payment  from  a  sub  for 


cause,  it  must  notify  both  the 
subcontractor  and  the  govern- 
ment of  the  deficiency  before 
the  payment  is  due.  If  the 
prime  contractor  finds  a  pro- 
blem with  the  sub's  perform- 
ance after  certification,  it 
must  pay  interest  on  the  money 
held  until  the  money  is  either 
returned  to  the  government  or 
earned  by  the  subcontractor. 

"This  bill  strips  the  profit 
motive  from  a  prime  contractor 
tempted  to  unnecessarily  delay 
payment  to  his  subs,"  said 
American  Subcontractor  Asso- 
ciation member  Robert  Rober- 
son.  "From  the  beginning  of 
the  debate  on  this  bill,  ASA 
has  said  that  the  money  be- 
longs to  the  government  until 
it  is  paid  to  the  subcontra- 
ctor. The  House  Legislation 
clearly  embraces  this  princi- 
ple." 

Salaried  Employees  and 
Cer  t  i  f  ied  Payrol I s 

Certified  payrolls  have  been 
received  by  the  Civil  Rights 
Bureau  where  employees  appear 
as  'salaried*.   Although  this 
practice  is  common  for  super- 
intendents and  owners,  some 
workers  are  appearing  on  the 
payroll  as  'salaried'.   When 
this  occurs,  the  contractor 
will  be  requested  to  provide 
evidence  of  the  dollar  amount 
of  the  'salary'. 

Current  U.S.  Dept.  of  Labor 
regulations  require  that  the 
employee  receive  equal  to  or 
greater  than  the  prevailing 
wage  rate  and  fringe  benefits 
for  work  being  performed. 

If  the  'salaried'  employees 
are  not  receiving  similar 


compensation,  supplemental  pay 
will  be  requested  from  the 
contractor.   Supplemental 
certified  payrolls  will  also 
be  requested,  showing  the 
changes .
